In Baghdad, Communists were 
reported resisting with small arms 
fire m heavily populated areas.

Members of the nation’s new 
National Guard, formed under re­ 
volt leader Col. Abdel Kerim Mus­ 
tafa, were reported to have joined 
Iraqi regular troops fighting Com­ 
munist holdouts.

Baghdad radio announced the 
execution of four army officers— 
three colonels and a major—as 
"criminals and traitors.”

VATICAN CITY (AP)—The re­ 
lease of Ukrainian 
Archbishop 
Josyf Slipyi — pronounced Yo-sif 
Slee-pee — after 18 years of Soviet 
imprisonment underlines a major 
shift in relations between the Vat­ 
ican and the Communist world. 
The change, under way for at 
toast four months, by 
no means 
spells the end of tension between 
the Roman Catholic Church and 
the Kremlin, but signs of definite 
improvement are in the air. 
Pope John XIII received Arch­ 
bishop Slipyi, 70-year-old metro­ 
politan of Lwow for Ukrainian-rite 
Catholics, in private audience a 
few hours after his return to free­ 
dom. 
The archbishop bad not been 
heard from for years. There had 
beim reports that he was dead. 
Vatican officials reported that the 
pontiff wept with joy. 
It was not disclosed when the 
archbishop was freed or why.

That would mean the resplinter - 
ing of Europe. Already there Is 
a danger of slow paralysis in the 
Common Market’s operations be­ 
cause the French action Is delay­ 
ing or canceling decision-making 
meetings. 
The five m em ber who sided 
with Britain against De Gaulle 
cain try to outflank French re­ 
sistance by pushing on in coop­ 
eration with the British at least 
toward the goal of political col­ 
laboration. 
A framework and a forum for 
this exist in the Western Euro­ 
pean Union made up of the Com­ 
mon Market six and Britain. Its 
original 
purpose was to 
stand 
watch over German rearm am ent. 
France has no veto power in 
WEU. She could not stop consul­ 
tation, though she might try to 
obstruct it. 
The five can stay together with 
France and try to persuade the 
French to ease their opposition 
to Britain. This is being tried, 
but chances of De Gaulle’s chang 
ing his mind seem slim. 
The five can content themselves 
with staying together with France 
in a six-nation community. They 
could let Britain go her own way 
with the “outer seven” nations of 
EFTA—the European Free Trade 
Association. This would split E u­ 
rope into two separate trading 
areas. A Common Market spokes­ 
man says it would confine the six 
to a “ small jail’’ of inner Europe, 
subject to eventual domination by 
France and out of reach of U.S 
influence. 
The five could try to retaliate 
against France, compounding the 
damage. The Common M arket, a 
going concern for some time, is 
too interdependent to perm it ac 
tion against one big, strong m em ­ 
ber. That could boomerang and 
hurt all of them. 
For the moment, the m arket 
may have reached a dead end.

The tens of thousands of institu­ 
tionalized mental patients stands 
as vivid proof that good physical 
health alone is not enough for the 
enjoyment of life. What g o o d is 
a healthy physique if 
you don’t 
know whether you are in or out 
(rf this world? 
You know' that your 
sense 
of 
well-being may he seriously af­ 
fected by inadequate sleep, chro­ 
nic fatigue, and tensions, in most 
cases, if you accept the advice 
of your doctor, 
you can 
meet 
and overcome emotional distress. 
But some individuals simply can­ 
not be reached by ordinary means. 
Generally, 
emotional 
sickness 
can be placed under one of two 
categories, neurotic or psychotic. 
The neurotic, broadly speaking 
tends to distort greatly his real 
or imagined troubles. He is gen­ 
erally tense 
and 
apprehensive. 
But he usually 
understands 
all 
that is going 
on 
and can be 
“reached.” He can get along in 
the world but has decided limi­ 
tations on his ability to enjoy life 
to the fullest. The neurotic type 
can be aided greatly 
by intelli­ 
gent and understanding friends, 
family and minister. 
The psychotic, on 
the 
other 
hand, 
is 
more 
truly 
a 
men­ 
tally sick person, actually out of 
touch with reality. In most cases 
the only way psychotic patients 
can be helped is to send them to 
a hospital with facilities for his 
treatment. 
D o n ’ t try to figure out wheth­ 
er you are mildly or seriously neur­ 
otic. 
If you need 
the 
care it 
won’t make much difference. But 
more important, if you feel you 
want the assistance of profession­ 
al psychotherapy, 
then 
by all 


means get it. There is no shame 
these days in being a victim of 
emotional distress. 
I am personally convinced that 
the need 
for 
psychoanalysis 
is 
often greatly exaggerated. I be­ 
lieve that the typical psychologist 
is unable to consider the patients 
as a “whole,” his organic and func­ 
tional ailments as well 
as emo­ 
tions. The psychologist 
is not 
trained for it, and his experience, 
if any with organic and functional 
body troubles is decidedly limit­ 
ed. 
I prefer to send my patients to 
psychiatrists. The psychiatrist is 
also a physician. He is trained to 
observe your physical as well as 
mental problems. He can treat you 
as a “whole.” 
lam also greatly concerned over 
the quackery in non-medical psy­ 
chology, that is among those who 
hang out shingles as “psycholo­ 
gist.” In all eight states is is pos­ 
sible for anyone to call himself 
a “psychologist’’ without having 
had as much as a high school 
education. 
My objection to dashing off to 
the psychoanalyst’s couch with­ 
out your doctor s advice is based 
on considerable experience with 
so-called “neurotics.” Too many 
when they are not. 
Many of us tend to magnify all 
out of proportion an emotional up­ 
set. We dignify a normal, human 
reaction 
with 
unnecessary 
con­ 
cern and fancy labels. The fact 
is that most of our emotional dis­ 
turbances are so Lf-Ii rn I ting. We 
find that time, sometimes aided 
by the sympathy of our doctor or 
family, is more than enough to 
help su “cure” ourselves. There 
is no magic cure in psychiatry.

Bricker, in turn, threw his sup­ 
port behind Taft’s unsuccessful 
bid for the presidential nomina­ 
tion in 1948 and again in 1952. 
Young Taft, a Cincinnati at­ 


torney, followed in the footsteps 
of his famous father by winning 
election to the Ohio House, where 
he served four terms. He was 
majority floor leader of the House 
in the 1961 legislative session, a 
post formerly his father. 
When Ohio received a 24th con­ 
gressman under the last federal 
census, young Taft ran for that 
s e a t . 
Because the legislature 
failed to create a separate district 
for the new congressman, Taft ran 
at-large and was elected on state­ 
wide returns.

at the University of Toledo have 
more than doubled their money. 
Current assets: $23,000.

students 
started 
in 1950 
with $10,000 contributed by the 
Ohio Citizens Trust Co. careful 
study of the stock m arket and as­ 
tute investment by a series of 
classes built the fund to its present 
level. 
Durwood C. DuBois, Ohio Citi­ 
zens vice president and one of the 
originators of the idea that stu­ 
dents could learn by investing 
real money, 
says none of the 
classes ever has lost money. 
He notes, 
however 
that 
one 
class made a profit of less than 
$2. That occurred at a time when 
the stock m arket was declining, 
he added, which indicates the care 
with which the students invest. 
As one student commented; 
‘‘When you see read money you 
don’t take shots in the dark. You 
stick with educated guesses.’* 
Dr. Hubert H. Frisinger, course 
instructor, says student investors 
are extremely conservative Half 
of their fund is invested in govern 
meat bonds and savings accounts 
Frisinger recalled one student 
who prepared a report on a small 
local industry. The student plan­ 
ned to suggest an investment in 
the firm. Unfortunately, the stu­ 
dent changed his mind and did 
not make his report. 
The stock he planned to recoin 
mend was selling at $7 a share. 
The current price, Frisinger add 
ed, is $80 a share. 
Students in the class—it usually 
numbers between 8 and IO—vote 
on what stocks to buy and sell 
and how the money is to be in 
vested. They have complete control 
of the fund.

each is required to keep track of 
a stock in the class portfolio.
